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INDUSTRIAL 
SURVEYS 


A series of industrial surveys of five 
areas in Great Britain has_ been 
planned by the Board of Trade. The 
Surveys describe the physical and 
industrial characteristics of each region 
and review their recent economic 
history, especially since 1924. On 
this basis the present position of each 
area in the national economic life is 
indicated and an attempt is made to 
forecast the lines on which the districts 
may be expected to develop in the 
future. The Surveys have been pre- 
pared by the Economic Departments 
of the Universities in the areas con- 
cerned ; each is provided with maps, 
charts and statistical tables. 
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Our Overseas Trade in September (Page 480) 

A small increase in the value of imports is shown 
as compared with the previous month, and a heavy 
decrease as against September, 1931. Imports of 
food, drink and tobacco were much greater, but those 
of raw materials and manufactures were smaller than 
in August. Exports of domestic produce were of less 
value than in any month since June, 1905, except for 
certain months early in the war. 


World Trade (Page 481) 


Countries no longer on the gold standard increased 
their share of the trade of the world during the first 
half of 1932 as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1931, this increase applying more to exports 
than to imports. The decline in United Kingdom 
imports of 13-5 per cent. in value compares with an 
average of 23-9 per cent. for all the countries speci- 
fied. Norway and Australia alone show increased 
export percentages—16°3 and 10-8 respectively—and 
of the remaining countries only the United Kingdom 
and Japan show reductions of less than 10 per cent. 
from a year ago. 


Wholesale Prices in September (Page 484) 

An increase of 2-5 per cent. is shown as compared 
with August, 1932, and of 2-9 per cent. over Septem- 
ber, 1931, the respective index numbers being 
returned at 85-4, as against 83-3 and 83-0. Food 
prices, after irregular movements, showed a very

small rise on balance over August, but industrial 
materials advanced 3-7 per cent. 


Our Trade with New Zealand (Page 487) 

There has been a steady increase in the United 
Kingdom’s share of New Zealand’s imports during 
the past three years, but, writes H.M. Trade Com. 
missioner in that Dominion, this share is still under 
00 per cent.

Total imports during September were greater in value 
by £954,000 (1-8 per cent.) than in August. Of the 
three main classes, imports of food, drink and tobacco 
nereased by £2,389,000 (8-5 per cent.), while imports 
of raw materials declined by £473,000 and those of 
manufactured articles by £934,000.. Imports of manu- 
wetured articles, valued at £12,139,000 in September, 
yere, however, somewhat greater than in the months 
# April, May, June and July, for which imports were 
jmost constant in value, averaging £11,651,000. The 
merease, as compared with August, in the value of 
mports of food, drink and tobacco was due mainly to 
mereased imports of tea (£621,000), raw fruit 
£534,000) and dried fruit (£510,000), the latter in- 
wease being seasonal. In comparison with September, 
1981, imports during last month showed a decrease in 
value of £14,027,000 (20-5 per cent.). Imports of 
manufactured articles were smaller by £10,479,000 
463 per cent.), those of food, drink and tobacco de- 
weased by £3,011,000 (9-0 per cent.), and imports of 
nw materials showed an increase of £11,000 (0-1 per 


eent. ).

The value of the exports of domestic produce in 
September was smaller than the value recorded for any 
month since June, 1905, except for certain months 
arly in the war. The total for last month, £26,229,000, 
was £2,823,000 (8-1 per cent.) less than in August, and 
{3,617,000 (12-1 per cent.) lower than a year ago. As 
empared with the previous month, the decline was 
jue mainly to a reduction of £1,902,000 (8°8 per cent.) 
in the value of exports of manufactured articles, ex- 
ports of raw materials showing a decrease of £217,000 
(4 per cent.), and those of food, drink and tobacco a 
decrease of £160,000 (6-1 per cent.). 


The decrease in the value of raw materials exported 
was due mainly to a reduction in the exports of coal by

£263,000 (10-1 per cent.); the quantity exported in 
September was 358,000 tons, or 11-3 per cent., less than 
in August. Exports of coal to France decreased by 
106,000 tons, to Egypt by 62,000 tons, to the Irish 
Free State by 53,000 tons, and to Italy by 50,000 tons. 
The only appreciable increases were 44,000 tons to 
Belgium and 24,000 tons to Denmark. 


Apart from manufactures of wood and timber, leather 
and manufactures thereof, and apparel, all the main 
classes of manufactured articles showed a decline in 
comparison with August, the principal reductions being 
in the following groups: iron and steel and manufac- 
tures thereof (£382,300, or 17 per cent.), woollen and 
worsted yarns and manufactures (£368,000, or 16-4 per 
cent.), chemicals, drugs, dyes and colours (£329,200, 
or 23-0 per cent.), machinery (£204,700, or 9-8 per 
cent.), cotton yarns and manufactures (£161,000, or 
3-3 per cent.)—although exports of cotton yarns showed 
a slight increase, both in quantity and value—manu- 
factures of textile materials other than cotton, wool and 
silk (£157,300, or 14-6 per cent.), and vehicles, includ- 
ing locomotives, ships and aircraft (£145,900, or 11.0 
per cent.). 


The excess of imports over exports of merchandise in 
September was £9,551,000 less than in the correspond- 
ing month of last year, and for the first nine months 
of the year was £70,622,000 less than in 1931. 


In September there was again a slight excess (£1-2 
million) of imports over exports of bullion and specie. 
During the first nine months of the year imports have 
exceeded exports by £23-6 million. 


It is proposed to publish in next week’s issue an 
analysis on the usual lines of our overseas trade in 
the third quarter of this year. 


WORLD TRADE 
FIRST SIX MONTHS OF 1932 


In an article in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 3 last (pages 
4-7) some particulars were given of the trade during 
1931 of sixteen of the most important countries of the 
world. The tables on pages 482-3 contain a comparison 
with the corresponding period of 1929 of the import and 
export trade of eighteen countries in each of the last five 
half-yearly periods and in each of the last six quarters. 
The total import and export trade of all these countries 
in 1929 represented over 80 per cent. of the world total. 
As the information relates to the aggregate value of the 
trade of each country, and not to the physical volume 
of trade, in making a comparison of the percentage 
thanges for the various countries some allowance must 
ve made for price changes, which will not have affected 
equally the trade of each of the countries, either as 
legards imports or as regards exports. 

Conversions into sterling have been made at par 
throughout, and in considering the figures for the last 
three quarters and the last two half-yearly periods, this 
fact must be borne in mind. Of the countries shown in 
the table, those whose currencies retained approxi- 
nately their former relation to sterling during the period 
subsequent to their departure from the gold standard 
vere Australia, British India, British Malaya and Den- 
mark, and for these countries the figures may be re- 
zarded as comparable throughout with those of the 
United Kingdom. The Swedish and Norwegian cur- 
tacies were approximately related to sterling up to 
March of this year, but in the second quarter sterling 
Was at an average premium, as compared with those 
currencies, of about 8 and 10 per cent., respectively. 
For Canada the average rates of exchange for the last 
quarter of 1931 and the first two quarters of 1932 were 
#212, 4-020 and 4-175 dollars to the £, respectively, as 
‘ompared with the par rate of 4-867 to the £, while for 
the other named countries (except Japan) the currency 
hovements approximated to those of United States 
dllars, for which the average rates of exchange were 





3-660, 3-508 and 3-692 dollars to the £, respectively, in 
the three quarters specified, as compared with the par 
rate of 4:°867 to the £. Japan departed from the gold 
standard on December 14, 1931, and sterling was at a 
premium as compared with this currency of about 7 per 
cent. in February, of about 16 per cent. in the next 
three months, and of 33 per cent. in June. 

The following table shows the aggregate value in each 
of the last six quarters of the imports and exports of the 
countries which have remained on and departed from 
the gold standard, respectively. For the purpose of 
this comparison Canada has been included in the former 
category and Japan in the latter throughout the 
table.

While comparisons of the figures for successive 
quarters may be affected by seasonal variations, it may 
be noted that, comparing the first and second quarters 
of 1932 with the corresponding periods of 1931, the 
aggregate values (conversions being made into sterling 
at par) of both imports and exports of the non-gold 
standard countries show considerably smaller reductions 
than those of the gold standard countries.

Revaluing the trade of Canada and the non-gold 
standard countries in the table in the last three quarters 
on a United States dollar basis, it will be seen from the 
following table that, while the proportionate decline in 
the value of imports on this basis was about the same in 
the aggregate for both groups, the decline for exports 
was appreciably smaller for the non-gold standard 
countries than for the others :—

CourRsE OF PricE CHANGES, SEPTEMBER, 1931, To 
SEPTEMBER, 1932 


The sale of gold by the Bank of England at a statu- 
tory price ceased to be obligatory as from September 21, 
1931. It will be seen from the foregoing table that 
wholesale prices in this country showed an average 
advance in October, 1931, as compared with the pre- 
ceding month, of 5-4 per cent. A further increase of 
nearly 2 per cent. occurred in November, when the 
general index reached the highest figure recorded in the 
twelve months period, viz., 89-1 per cent. of the 1930 
average. In December, 1931, and January, 1932, the 
index number remained at the slightly lower figure of 
88-6 per cent., but during the next six months there 
was a progressive fall, the index for July being lower by 





8-2 per cent. than that for November, 1931. The in- 
creased prices in August and September of industrial 
materials, notably cotton and non-ferrous metals, were 
mainly responsible for the increases of 1-8 and 2:5 pet 
cent. in the average of all wholesale prices for those 
months. 


An index of wholesale prices in certain gold standard 
countries, which has been compiled at the Board of 
Trade, shows that the prices of the commodities in- 
cluded in this index declined in each month from 
November, 1931, to June, 1982, the aggregate fall in 
that period amounting to about 134 per cent.; during 
the three months July, August and September, 1932, 
there has been a rise in prices, the index for the first 
three weeks of September being about 7 per cent. above

The advances in the cereals and meat and fish groups 
in September as compared with August were counter- 
balanced by the fall in the ‘‘ other food ’’ group. 
Among industrial materials, each group (except iron 
and steel) recorded an appreciable increase, the most 
noticeable rises being in respect of cotton and ‘* other 
metals and minerals ’’ groups. 


As compared with a year earlier, the increase of 15-6 
per cent. for cereals was more than offset by decreases 
for meat and fish and ‘‘ other food *’; among industrial 
materials there were increases of 22 per cent. in the 
cotton group, and of 15-3 per cent. in the “‘ other metals 
and minerals ’’ group, the relative increases and de- 
creases in the other groups not being sufficient to affect 
substantially the index for industrial materials as a 


whole. 


A comparison of the 150 price averages for Septem- 
ber with those relating to August shows 77 increases 
and 26 decreases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 
25 of the former, and 21 of the latter. Of the 25 in- 
creases for food, 12 were of less than 5 per cent., 7 were 
of between 5 and 10 per cent., 2 of between 10 and 15 
per cent. and 4 of between 18 and 23 per cent. Of the 
21 decreases, 12 were of less than 5 per cent., 7 were 
of between 5 and 15 per cent., and 2 were of between 
23 and 26 per cent. 


The averages for industrial materials show 52 in- 
creases and 5 decreases. Of the former, 16 were of less 
than 5 per cent., 24 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., 
8 were of between 10 and 15 per cent., 3 of about 15 
per cent., and one of about 25 per cent. Of the 5 de- 
creases, 4 were of less than 5 per cent., and one slightly 
over 5 per cent. 


The table on page 486 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included in 


the index. 


A summary of the 150 commodities for which price 
quotations are included in the compilation of the index, 
together with the composition of the eight groups to 
which they then related, appeared in the ‘* B.T.J.’’ of 
April 24, 1930 (page 551). It should be noted, however, 
that separate index numbers have since been compiled 
for coal and for wool, and these items are, therefore, 
no longer included in the respective groups of ‘* other 
metals and minerals ’’ and ‘“‘ other textiles.’’ There 
are now ten groups for which separate index numbers 
are compiled, as shown in the preceding table.

Household 
al (Nottingham best brights) was dearer by 8 per 
wnt, (2s. per ton). Among non-ferrous metals, the 
yerages Of the quotations for the month showed in- 
seases Of about 16 per cent. for lead and zinc, of 
10 per cent. for copper, and nearly 8 per cent. for tin. 
With two exceptions, viz., raw hemp and linen yarn, 
the averages of the quotations for all the items in- 
duded in the textile groups were higher than in the 
weceding month. Raw cotton, cotton yarns and cotton 
doths, however, declined in price during September by 
between 7 and 10 per cent. The majority of the speci- 
fed miscellaneous commodities showed no variation in 
price, but ox and heifer hides and rubber were dearer 
by 4 per cent. and nearly 8 per cent. respectively. 


Items not Included in the Table.—With regard to 
the commodities the prices for which are included in 
the compilation of the index, but not shown in the 
acompanying table, the principal variations in the 
fod groups were increases for American green bacon 
early 19 per cent.) and British pork (11 per cent.). 
There were also seasonal increases in the price of Irish 
ind Danish eggs of 18 and nearly 23 per cent. respec- 
ively. Among industrial materials, the several 
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descriptions of household coal included in the index 
were dearer by from 3 to 12 per cent., and nearly all the 
items included in the textile groups were dearer, par- 
ticularly raw silk, and the descriptions of cotton yarns 
and cotton cloths not included in the table. Of the 
miscellaneous industrial materials, calf skin, linseed 
oil, and cow hides, were dearer by 25 per cent., 15 per 
cent., and 12 per cent. respectively.

NEW ZEALAND 


OVERSEAS TRADE IN 1931: 


The depression of 1930 lasted throughout 1931, dur- 
ng which, *writes H.M. Trade Commissioner in New 
lealand, the overseas trade suffered from a continuance 
in the fall of prices for export produce. In spite of an 
merease in the production of most primary products, 
suipments fell in value from £44°9 million to £35°2 mil- 
loin New Zealand currency, but as imports fell from 
£30 to £24-8 million sterling, the year finished with 
afavourable balance of just over £7 million sterling. 

The adverse rate of exchange, in conjunction with a 
tigh Tariff, has probably been the chief factor in bring- 
ng down imports, and it may be anticipated that in the 
war future the balance of trade will so adjust itself as 
conform more closely with the results experienced 
during the last two years. 

The financial state of the country caused great 
uxety during the summer of 1931 and ultimately re- 
uted in the formation in September of a Coalition 
Government supported by the United and Reform 
jatties. Previously the United Party had been in power 
mth a minority compared with the opposing Reform 
id Labour members. The Coalition Government was 
upported by a majority of the House and was respon- 
ible for the passage of the Fourth Finance Act of the 
year and of the Customs Act Amendment Act. 

In February last the Government appointed a Com- 
littee to examine and report upon the economic and 
ludgetary position of the Dominion. The Committee 
tonsisted of the Rector of Canterbury College, the Pro- 
tssors of Economics at Auckland, Melbourne and 
lanterbury Universities, and the Secretary to the 
leasury. The Report was signed by all the members 
ubject only to reservations by the Secretary to the 
ttasury. The Report does not make recommenda- 
tons, but discusses the cause of the depression and 
bssible remedial measures. In particular, it discusses

the effect of the rate of exchange on the financial posi- 
tion, taking as examples a return to gold parity; parity 
with sterling; 10 per cent. above sterling, and 40 per 
cent. above sterling. The Committee came to the con- 
clusion that parity with sterling is preferable to parity 
with gold. 

The main Report asserts that, on the basis of an ex- 
change at 10 per cent. above sterling, the Budget should 
not suffer any loss even if account be taken of the ex- 
change charges on the external debt service, and that 
on the basis of exchange at 40 per cent. above sterling 
there should be a net gain to the Budget. From these 
views the Secretary to the Treasury dissents.

million sterling. 


As New Zealand normally has to find some £9 
million sterling for interest payments in London, it 
gems clear that the imports must still further be 
reduced unless exports rise. If the gap, therefore, is 
not widened, the rate of exchange will, in the absence 
of other influences, rise and thus force a more favour- 
able trade balance. 


This is poor reading for the United Kingdom exporter, 
but the events of 1931 have brought out clearly that the 
gmounts of the imports as a whole into New Zealand 
are determined not so much by the New Zealand tariff, 
but by the amounts of the exports, and in the long run 
the exports less the interest charge will equal the 
imports. All this, of course, assumes no new oversea 











ans, and no oversea redemptions. 


The departure of sterling from the gold standard has, 
ofcourse, had the effect of increasing the price in New 
Zealand currency of all goods from countries remaining 
o that standard, and ruling prices in New Zealand of 
many United States and Canadian goods have caused 
the practical cessation of business. In addition, the 
Tariff discrimination against Canada has seriously 
affected imports from that country. Taking the two 
countries together the fall has been over 50 per cent. 


There is a considerable volume of import trade into 
New Zealand in goods which cannot be supplied from 
the United Kingdom, and tables provided by H.M. 
Trade Commissioner in his Report constitute an en- 
deavour to indicate, on the basis of percentage, the 
share held in 1931 by the United Kingdom of the im- 
port trade in those classes of goods in which she may be 
regarded as able to compete. They show for each 
class the total imports and the share held by the United 
Kingdom ; the total imports of those items in which the 
United Kingdom has under 1 per cent. of the trade, and 
the total imports of the remaining items with the 
United Kingdom share of those items. 


It will be seen that, of the total imports, 49-17 per 
cent. came from the United Kingdom, as compared 
mth 47°27 per cent. in 1930. The elimination of the 
under 1 per cent. items, i.e., the non-competitive trade, 
thows that of the competitive trade in 1931 the United 
Kingdom held 63-09 per cent., the corresponding figures 
or 1929 and 1980 being 56:2 per cent. and 59-2 per 
tent., so that there has been a steady and progressive 
lcrease in the share of the competitive import trade of 
New Zealand held by the United Kingdom.

INTERNATIONAL SAFETY OF LIFE AT 
SEA AND LOAD LINE CONVENTIONS 


DATE OF OPERATION 


The International Safety of Life at Sea and Load 
Line Conventions will both come into very wide opera- 
tion on January 1, 1933. 


These Conventions, which were drawn up at the 
International Conferences held in London in 1929 and 
1930 respectively, provide that they shall come into 
force three months after the date on which the fifth 
ratification is deposited with the Government of the 
United Kingdom and Northern Ireland, and in order 
that they might be brought into operation for as many 
countries as possible on a single date, arrangements 
were made for outstanding ratifications to be 
deposited, so far as possible, on October 1, 1982. 


Ratifications have been deposited by the following 
countries and the respective Conventions will come 
into operation for them on January 1, 1933. 


Safety of Life at Sea Convention.—Canada, Den- 
mark, Finland, France, Germany, Italy, Netherlands, 
Norway, Spain, Sweden and the United Kingdom. 


Load Line Convention.—Canada, Denmark, Finland, 
France, Italy, Latvia, the Netherlands, New Zealand, 
Norway, Portugal, the Soviet Union, Spain, Sweden, 
the United Kingdom and the United States. 


In addition a number of other countries have in- 
dicated their intention to accede to the Convention on 
January 1, 1933. Their accessions will take effect from 
April 1, 1933.

SIAMESE BANK AND INSURANCE ACT 


H.M. Minister at Bangkok has forwarded a transla- 
tion of the Siamese Banking and Insurance Tax Act, 
B.E, 2475, which was promulgated on August 1, 1932. 

The Act lays down the scales upon which deposit 
banks and other banking institutions shall be taxed, 
and also the rate of taxation applying to insurance 
companies. The tax on insurance companies is at the 
rate of 1 per cent. on the total premium collected 
during each taxable year. 

The Act deals also with the matter of rendering 
returns, assessment and collection, and gives power 
to prescribe the form in which accounts shall be kept.

LLOYD'S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR SEPTEMBER QUARTER 

Statistics issued by “‘ Lloyd’s Register of Shipping ”’ re- 
garding vessels under construction at the end of September 
show that in Great Britain and Ireland there is a further 
decrease of 42,259 tons in the work’ in hand as compared 
with the very low figures for last June, and that the present 
total 238,433 tons—is 178,952 tons less than was being built 
at the end of September, 1931. Further, the figure for 
September, 1932, includes about 150,000 tons on which work 
has been suspended—126,000 tons of steamers and 24,000 
tons of motorships. The present total of 238,433 tons is 
lower than any figure hitherto recorded by Lloyd’s 
Register. Nearly 74,000 tons—representing 31 per cent. 
of the tonnage now in hand in this country—are intended 
for registration abroad or for sale. 

The tonnage now under construction abroad—662,634 tons 
—is about 166,000 tons less than the work which was in hand 
at the end of June, 1932, and is the lowest recorded since 
the beginning of 1911. Tonnage included in this figure on 
which work has been suspended amounts only to 3,680 tons 
of steamers and 19,232 tons of motorships. 

The five leading countries are:—Italy, 127,969 tons; the 
United States, 124,703 tons; France, 109,285 tons; Germany, 
80,770 tons; and Sweden, 73,480 tons. The total tonnage 
under construction in the world amounts to 901,067 tons, of 
which 263 per cent. is being built in Great Britain and 
Ireland, and 733 per cent. abroad. 

In Great Britain and Ireland only 10,837 tons were com- 
menced during the last three months—the lowest figures on 
record; and 47,884 tons were launched, this figure showing 
a decrease of 11,371 tons as compared with the June quarter. 
Similar figures for abroad are 32,572 tons commenced, and 
140,324 tons launched, showing a decrease, as compared 
with the previous quarter, of 10,000 tons in the tonnage 
commenced, while there has been an increase of 15,000 tons 
in the tonnage launched. 


Or TANKERS, MortorsuHips 


The oil tankers under construction in the world amount 
to 28 vessels of 215,240 tons, of which five vessels of 38,216 
tons are being built in Great Britain and Ireland, nine 
vessels of 60,200 tons in Sweden, and four of 49,600 tons in 
Germany. It is noteworthy that motorships account for 
over 92 per cent. of the total tanker tonnage under con- 
struction. The tanker tonnage now in hand comprises 
nearly 24 per cent. of the total steam and motor tonnage 
being built in the world. 

Of the 238,433 tons under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland at the end of September, only 24,984 tons con- 
sisted of motorships, while the motorship tonnage being 
constructed abroad at the same date (385,060 tons) was 
107,486 tons in excess of that of the steamers. 

Of the vessels being built in the world at the end of 
September, there are two steamers and eight motorships of 
between 8,000 and 10,000 tons; five steamers and 12 motor- 
ships of between 10,000 and 20,000 tons; and five steamers 
and no motorships of 20,000 tons and upwards. 


MaRINE ENGINES 


The horse-power of steam engines now being built or being 
itted on board amounts to about 746,000 h.p.; these figures 
include 20 sets of turbine engines of about 649,000 shaft 
horse-power, giving an average of 32,400 h.p. per set. The 
horse-power of the steam reciprocating engines (about 97,000 
ip.) is under 10 per cent. of the total horse-power of marine 
engines now building in the world. The figures for oil 
engines aggregate about 355,000 h.p. 

Although severely affected by the unprecedented reduc- 
tion in the total amount of work in hand throughout the 
world, the tonnage being built under the inspection of 
Lloyd’s Register at the end of September still reaches 
wer half a million tons, viz., 222,679 tons under construc- 
tion in Great Britain and Ireland, and 283,563 tons abroad.

BRITISH EAST AFRICA 


TANGANYIKA TRADE IN FIRST HALF-YEAR 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner in East Africa) 


According to statistics forwarded by the Comptroller of 
Customs, Dar-es-Salaam, imports during the first six months 
of the current year showed a falling off both in quantity and 
value. The total value shows a decrease of 40 per cent. In 
non-native items the reduction in spirits, foodstuffs, motor 
spirit and miscellaneous goods are indicative of the general 
economy which is being found to be necessary. 

With regard to non-native items, a similar decline in 
purchasing power is indicated in the reduction in the im- 
portation of cigarettes and cotton piece-goods. In the latter 
case the reduction in values is accentuated by the rapidly 
increasing invasion of the market by cheap Japanese goods. 
Chiefly as a result of this the total of British importations 
fell by 54 per cent. from £577,893 to £265,970. Those from 
other European countries declined by 36-5 per cent. from 
£185,300 to £117,585, while Japanese imports were only 
reduced by 20 per cent. from £140,989 to £112,684. There 
is considerable danger that the demand by the natives, 
which is now being cultivated, for these very cheap quality 
goods will continue to increase, and that the consequent per- 
centage fall in Customs revenue will be of a permanent 
rather than only of a temporary nature. 

As regards exports, these on the whole are well maintained 
in quantity, while the total value shows an increase of 7:6 
per cent. The most noticeable advance is grain exports, 
153,211 cwts., which exceed those of the satisfactory output 
reached in 1931, viz., 133,601 cwts. 

Notwithstanding lower prices realised, sisal exports rose 
by 578 tons. Satisfactory increases are recorded in hides, 
groundnuts, copra and ghee, while the gold output was more 


than doubled.

AGREEMENTS BETWEEN THE UNITED KINGDOM, THE DOMINIONS 
AND INDIA 


A notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of August 25, 1932, based 
upon cabled information, contained the complete texts 
of the Articles of the Trade Agreements between the 
United Kingdom and the various Dominions, which 
were signed at the Imperial Economic Conference at 
Ottawa, together with details of certain of the Sche- 
dules to the Agreements. 

The Board of Trade are now in a position to publish 
details of the remaining Schedules to the Agreements, 
as well as copy of certain correspondence which passed 
between the United Kingdom Delegation and other 
Delegations in connection with individual Agreements. 

The earlier ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ notice merely indicated 
the main features of the Agreement between the United 
Kingdom and India, based upon unofficial cabled mes- 
sages, and the full text of that Agreement, together 
with the Schedules, is now, accordingly, reproduced. 

It is not considered necessary to republish in this 
issue Of the *‘ B.T.J.’’ the text of the Articles of the 
Agreements as set out in the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
August 25, but a few corrections which have to be made 
in the text as there published are indicated below.’

Copy OF LETTER REFERRED TO IN ARTICLE 4 OF 
AGREEMENT.* 
New Zealand Delegation, 
Dear Mr. Baldwin, Ottawa, Canada, August 19, 1932. 

I HAVE given further consideration to the matter of an agree- 
ment between His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom 
and His Majesty’s Government in New Zealand. In my con- 
versations with you and your Ministers we have agreed that a 
policy will be adopted that will have for its detinite objective 
the two-fold purpose of raising the price of meat to a remunerative 
level and of progressively increasing the share of the Dominions 
in the United Kingdom market. I accept your undertaking 
that effective steps will be taken to secure these results. 

2. For the purpose of restricting foreign supplies of mutton and 
lamb, the arrivals, as compared with the corresponding periods 
of the year ending the 30th June, 1932, as I understand the 
United Kingdom proposal, are to be reduced by at least 10 per 
cent. for the quarter ending the 3lst March, 1933, 15 per cent. 
for the quarter ending the 30th June, 1933, 20 per cent. for the 
quarter ending the 30th September, 1933, 25 per cent. for the 
quarter ending the 3lst December, 1933, 30 per cent. for the 
quarter ending the 3lst March, 1934, and 35 per cent. for the 
quarter ending the 30th June, 1934, and thereafter, unless 
otherwise agreed between the Governments concerned, for the 
remainder of the period of the agreement concluded at Ottawa 
by not less than 35 per cent. 

3. During the year 1933, and in the light of the experience 
gained, His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom will 
consider, in consultation with His Majesty’s Government in 
New Zealand, the best means of ensuring an improved price 
situation and the more orderly marketing of supplies. 

4. To assist in the orderly marketing of supplies the Dominion 
will give a reliable estimate of shipments of mutton and lamb as 
early as possible in each export season. This season will 
necessarily cover the period the lst October in one year to the 
30th September in the following year. For the season 1932-33 
we estimate our exports of frozen mutton and lamb at 200,000 
tons, with a 5 per cent. increase in each of the following two 
years. For the calendar year 1933 you may take it that our 
shipments of frozen mutton and lamb will be the same as those 
of the twelve months ended the 30th June, 1932, i.e., of the 
year which ended with the month immediately preceding the 
opening of the conference. 

5. It is understood that, in consideration of this undertaking 
on our part, no restriction will be placed by His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom upon the importation of 
any meat from New Zealand during the period ending the 30th 
June, 1934. | 

6. In frozen beef, we estimate our exports for the season 
1932-33 at not more than 22,000 tons, representing a maximum 
increase over the previous season of approximately 10 per cent.

7. With regard to bacon and other pig products, I am informed 
that your Government are now dealing with the reorganisation 
of this industry, and that an effective policy of control of foreign 
imports will be adopted. This policy, as I understand it, wil] 
provide for some expansion of Home and Dominion supplies of 
pig products. New Zealand is already an exporter of pork and 
bacon carcases and will be granted a reasonable share of the 
expansion made possible by the reduction of foreign imports, 

8. All frozen beef (carcases and boned beef) from foreign 
sources is to be subject to the same reductions as are specified 
in paragraph 2. 

9. No increase of chilled beef imports from foreign sources 
into the United Kingdom in excess of the twelve months the 
Ist July, 1931, to the 30th June, 1932, will be permitted during 
the period January, 1933 to the 30th June, 1934, and the rate 
of importation will not thereafter be increased during the period 
of the Ottawa agreement except with the concurrence of the 
Governments concerned. 

10. Should it appear to His Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom after an enquiry that, at any time, in conse. 
quence of a restriction upon foreign imports, the supplies of 
meat of any kind are inadequate to meet the requirements of 
consumers in the United Kingdom, then His Majesty’s Govern. 
ment may remove any such restriction until supplies are again 
adequate.

Dear Prime Minister, Ottawa, August 18, 1932. 


My colleagues and I recognise that an arrangement between 
the interests concerned for the importation into the United 
Kingdom of a substantial quantity of Wabana iron ore is of 
paramount importance to the economic life of Newfoundland. 

We therefore give you our assurance, on behalf of our Govern- 
ment, that we shall regard the last paragraph of Article 9 of the 
Agreement which is being concluded between His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom and His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in Newfoundland as entitling the Government of New- 
foundland to give us notice that they are unable to implement 
the Agreement, other than Articles 4, 7 and 8 and Schedule E, 
on the ground that a satisfactory arrangement between the 
interests concerned as regards the importation of such ore into 
the United Kingdom has not been concluded. 

In that event it is understood between us that the Agreement, 
other than Articles 4, 7 and 8 and Schedule E, will be regarded 
as at an end.

Copy oF CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN Srm Horace WILSON AND 
Srr Greorce RAINY IN REGARD TO GALVANISED SHEETS 


22nd September, 1932. 


Sir.—When the Agreement between the British and Indian 
Delegations was made at Ottawa it was found necessary to 
wstpone 4 final settlement of certain questions relating to iron 
ind steel. By Article 1 of the Agreement His Majesty’s Govern- 
nent in the United Kingdom undertook to continue after the 
lith November free entry to all classes of Indian goods covered 
ty the Import Duties Act. It was clearly understood, however, 
tween the two Delegations that the continuance of the free 
‘try of Indian iron and steel for a longer period than six 
nontths from the date of the Agreement was dependent on the 
‘ettlement of satisfactory conditions in regard to the tariff 
iratment of galvanised sheet on importation into India. At 
the same time an understanding was reached that the conditions 
which would be satisfactory to His Majesty’s Government in 
te United Kingdom were as follows :— 


(1) On the basis of present selling prices, the duties on 
galvanised sheet in the Indian tariff to be adjusted as 
follows :— 


Rs. 30 per ton on sheet made in the United Kingdom 
from Indian sheet bar. 


Rs. 53 per ton on sheet made in the United Kingdom 
from other sheet bar. 


Rs. 83 per ton on sheet not made in the United 
Kingdom. 


(2) In the event of further reductions in the price of sheet 
imported into India and not made in the United 
Kingdom, the Government of India, as soon as they 
are satisfied that a fall in prices had in fact occurred, 
would, without an enquiry by the Tariff Board, take 
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prompt and effective action to meet the situation by 
the imposition of an additional duty. The amount of 
the additional duty would not necessarily be limited 
to the amount of the price reduction actually made, 
but would be sufficient to make clear the intention 
of the Government of India to maintain prices. 


(3) Each Government would remain at liberty to take 
appropriate measures to prevent sales at unfair prices 
by the manufacturers in the other country, or to 
check an unnecessary increase in prices against the 
consumer by a combination of manufacturers in both 
countries. 


(4) These arrangements to remain in force until action is 
taken by the Government of India following the next 
statutory Tariff enquiry in India into the Iron and 
Steel industry. 


2. The Indian Delegation are now prepared to undertake, on 
behalf of the Government of India, that proposals will be placed 
before the Indian Legislature for the adjustment of the duties 
on galvanised sheet at the rates set forth in clause (1) above, 
and for obtaining the powers which are necessary to carry out 
the intention of clauses (2) and (3). I have been authorised by 
my colleagues of the Indian Delegation to make this communi- 
cation to you, and I have now the honour to request that you 
will inform me whether the terms of the understanding have been 
correctly stated in this letter.

NEW AVERAGE VALUE OF THE POUND 


STERLING FOR DUMPING DUTY PURPOSES 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has re- 
ceived cabled information that the Dominion Department of 
National Revenue has fixed the ‘‘average’’ value of the 
pound sterling for the purpose of dumping duty at 3-82 
dollars, effective for entries during the period October 16 to 
October 31. In cases where the actual sum to be paid by 
importers in dollars is not known at the time of clearance, 
the amount of ‘‘ dumping ”’ duty levied will, therefore, be 
58 cents for every pound value of the invoice, comparison 
being made with the ‘fair market value’’ converted into 
dollars at 4-40 dols. = £1 sterling. Ordinary duties will be 
calculated on the “‘ fair market value”’ converted at 4-866 
dols. = £1. 


GOLD COAST 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 

Order-in-Council No. 8 of 1932, published in the ‘‘ Gold 
Coast Gazette Extraordinary ’’ for September 15, introduces 
the following modifications in the Gold Coast Customs 
Tariff : — 

The new duty on ‘‘ Biscuits, Pilot or Ship’s”’ is 1s. 6d. 
per 100 ib. These biscuits were apparently previously duti- 
able under the general item at 20 per cent. ad valorem. 

The duty on spirits not potable other than methylated 
and perfumed spirits, is now 2s, per imperial gallon. The 
duty previously in force was 10s. per imperial gallon. 

The following provision is substituted for the first sen- 
tence of the note to Item 34 (b) of the First Schedule to 
the Customs Tariff Ordinance :— 

** Medicinal preparations containing alcohol and included 
in the British Pharmacopeia, provided that they are not 
patent or proprietary medicines, or sold as such, and that 
they are imported direct by registered medical practitioners, 
registered dentists, licensed druggists, qualified veterinary 
surgeons, or approved missionary societies, to be admitted 
free under Item 37 of Schedule 2.”’ 


IRISH FREE STATE 
FINANCE ACT, 1932 


The Board of Trade have received copy of the Finance 
Act, 1932 (No. 20 of 1932), which embodies the various 
changes in the Irish Free State Customs Tariff imposed by 
the Financial Resolutions introduced on May 11, as subse- 
quently amended. 

Full particulars of the various provisions were published 
in the issue of the “ B.T.J.’’ of May 19 and subsequent 
issues. 


PROHIBITION OF IMPORT OF CHEESE 

The Board of Trade have received copy of an order cited 
as the ‘‘ Prohibition of Import (Cheese) Order, 1932,’’ made 
under the Dairy Produce (Price Stabilisation) Act, 1932 
(No. 10 of 1932), under which the importation of cheese 
into the Irish Free State was prohibited after July 25, 1932.

Tariff No. 116—Spirit of turpentine—quota of 53 quintals, plus 
41 quintals outstanding from previous quarter, making 94 
quintals in all (out of a total of 923 quintals). 


IMPORT OF PRINTING PAPER 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of September 29 contains 
a Decree, dated September 27, providing that the reduced 
duties laid down in the French Customs Tariff for certain 
kinds of machine-made paper intended for the direct print- 
ing of newspapers and periodicals are, from September 29, 
only to apply to consignments imported under licence. An 
Order, also dated September 27, provides that applications 
for such licences must be addressed in quadruplicate, on a 
prescribed form to ‘‘ La commission paritaire des papiers 
de presse, 250 bis, boulevard Saint-Germain, Paris.’’ 


Applications for licences in respect of the rest of the year 
1932 must reach the commission before October 15. Licences 
valid until December 31 will be granted for quantities 
proved to have been ordered for delivery during 1932 under 
contracts concluded before June 21; in exceptional cases 
licences may also be issued for quantities to be delivered 
under contracts concluded between June 21 and July 7 
Pending the issue of licences, importers may enter into a 
bond to present a licence before November 1, or, in default, 
to pay the difference between the full and reduced duties, 
with interest. 


During 1933 a quantity of 660,000 quintals of paper will 
be admitted at the reduced rates under licence, and of this 
quantity 6,260 quintals have been allotted to Great Britain 
and Ireland. Applications for licences should reach the 
commission before November 1, and should be supported by 
an organisation in the country of origin to be designated 
later. 


IMPORT OF PRINTING MACHINERY 


With reference to the notice in last week’s ‘‘ B.T.J.” 
(pages 673 et seq.) respecting renewals of French import 
quotas, it should be noted that printing m machinery and 
accessory material of United Kingdom origin falling ‘under 
Tariff Nos. 521, 521 bis and 521 ter will only be admitted 
into France on production of a certificate from the Associa- 
tion of British Manufacturers of Machinery for the Printing 
and Allied Trades. 


RENEWALS OF IMPORT QUOTAS: 
CORRECTION 


With reference to the notice in last week’s ‘‘ B.T.J.” 
respecting renewals of French import quotas, it should be 
noted that the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of October 2 con- 
tains a correction to the particulars published previously 
regarding Bergmann tubes, from which it appears that the 
particulars given on page 465 of the above-mentioned notice 
should read as follows :— 


ex Tariff No. 567—Insulating tubes for electricity known as 
Bergmann tubes, of sheet iron or steel, lead- coated, zinc- 
coated, coppered or tinned, and lined with a tube of im- 
pregnated cardboard—all from Germany—364 quintals. 


From a correction published in the French ‘ Journal 
Officiel ’? of October 7 it appears that the total quota, for 
the October-December quarter, for commercially pure 
sulphuric acid (see page 464 of the above- mentioned notice) 
should be 340 quintals, and not 170 quintals.

IMPORT OF TROUT 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of Sepember 27 contains 
an Order, dated September 24, revising the quota of fresh 
trout less than 30 cm. long which is allowed to be imported 
into France during the fourth quarter of the year. The 
Order allots a quantity of 75 quintals for import from 
“other ’’ countries (including the United Kingdom), but 
ijt is announced that, as previous imports have largely 
exceeded the previous quota, the present quota is already 
exhausted, so that, in fact, no imports will be allowed from 
these countries during the present quarter. 


EXCEPTIONS TO QUOTA RESTRICTIONS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? of October 7 announces 
that the provision whereby articles of materials other than 
glass which have glass parts not exceeding 20 per cent. of 
the total weight are admitted in excess of the quotas fixed 
for glass wares is applicable when metal parts intended to be 
fixed to glass articles are not yet so fixed but are imported 
at the same time as the articles. 


Wooden parts serving as accessories for certain electric 
lamps and accompanying the lamps, also wooden parts of 
typewriters and sewing machines accompanying the 
machines, may be admitted in excess of the quotas under 
licences issued by the Customs on the advice of the ‘‘ Con- 
fédération générale de l’ameublement de France, 18, rue 
Jules-César, Paris.’’ 


Leather parts forming integral parts of machines may be 
imported in excess of the quotas. 


FRENCH INDO-CHINA 
DUTY MODIFICATIONS 


The ‘f Journal Officiel ’? (Paris) of October 1 contains a 
Decree, dated September 25, approving certain modifications 
in the Customs Tariff of French Indo-China. Among the 
goods affected are various animals, meat and fish, tea, edible 
vegetable fats, preserved vegetables, spirits, medicaments, 
wireless valves, electric lamps, woollen and worsted yarns, 
silk yarns, electric irons, sewing needles and sewing machine 
needles, electric batteries, furniture, etc. Particulars of 
the new duties may be obtained from the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 


[Note.—The changes referred to above only affect foreign 
(non-French) imports, as all French goods are admitted into 
French Indo-China free of duty. ] 


GUADELOUPE (FRENCH) 
DUTY ON SALT INCREASED 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) of October 4 contains a 
Decree, dated October 1, approving an increase of the 
Customs duty on sea salt imported into Guadeloupe from 
1} to 5 fr. per 100 kilogs. 


(The above applies only to foreign (non-French) imports, 
as all French goods are admitted into Guadeloupe duty- 
free, ] 


MARTINIQUE (FRENCH) 
DUTY ON PETROLEUM SPIRIT 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? (Paris) of October 4 contains a 
Decree, dated October 1, approving the increase of the 
Customs duty on petroleum spirit (essence) in Martinique 
to 80 fr. per hectolitre. 


[The above applies only to foreign (non-French) imports, 
asall French goods are admitted into Martinique duty-free. ] 


NETHERLANDS 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON FOOTWEAR 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague has forwarded particulars of a Royal Decree (No. 6 of 
September 28) which prolongs, until April 1, 1933, the exist- 
ing restrictions on the importation of footwear and finished 
uppers into the Netherlands. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


The Decree in question provides that during the period 
October 1, 1932, to March 31, 1933, the importation is pro- 
hibited of :— 


(a) Boots, shoes and slippers wholly or mainly of leather 
(except ‘‘croumiers”’ or clog socks of leather or 
tissue, and baby shoes with soles of upper leather) 
in excess of 50 per cent. of the average number of 
pairs imported during the corresponding periods 
of the years 1929, 1930 and 1931; 


(b) Boots, shoes and slippers, not wholly or mainly of 
leather or rubber, including cosy slippers with 
uppers of sheepskin or split leather (except 
sandals of reed, slippers of cloth or raffia, clogs, 
baby shoes of oil-cloth or cloth with soles of upper 
leather) in excess of 75 per cent. of the average 
number of pairs imported during the correspond- 
ing periods of the years 1929, 1930 and 1931; 


(c) Boots, shoes and slippers wholly or mainly of rubber 
(except bathing shoes, ‘‘waders,’’ ‘‘ rubber 
boots,’’ galoshes and snow shoes) in excess of 100 
per cent. of the average number of pairs imported 
during the corresponding periods of the years 
1930 and 1931; 

(d) Finished uppers for footwear in excess of 100 per 
cent. of the average quantity imported during the 
corresponding periods of the years 1930 and 1931. 


IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN WALL TILES 


With reference to the existing restrictions on the importa- 
tion of certain porcelain and earthenware articles into the 
Netherlands, the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation 
at The Hague reports the issue of a Ministerial Order (No. 
21238 of October 3) which abolishes the exemption from the 
restriction recently accorded to wall tiles of the following 
description :— 

Tiles (bricks or slabs) having only one of the two largest 
sides glazed, more than 20 mm. thick and having a base 
or top surface area exceeding 310 sq. ems. 


and provides that henceforward all wall tiles conforming 
to the undermentioned definition are to be subject to import 
restrictions, viz. :— 

Tiles (bricks or slabs) of which one or both of the largest 
sides are glazed, of which the thickness is less than 20 mm. 
(independent of the glazing) or of which the base or top 
surface is less than 400 sq. cms. 


POLAND 
CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN CELLULOID 


A Ministerial Order, dated August 31, and effective from 
September 22 to December 31, 1932, provides for the levy of 
a reduced Customs duty amounting to 25 per cent. of the 
normal rate on the following classes of celluloid imported 
into Poland, under permit from the Ministry of Finance, 
viz. :— 

Tariff No. 
ex 68 (3) Celluloid of any colour, in unworked lumps. 
68 (4) Celluloid in blocks, plates, sheets, bars and pipes :— 
(a2) Unworked, whether or not ground, smoothed or 
polished ; 
(6) Glued together, with printed design ; 
(c) Covered or lined with fabric. 


DRAWBACK OF CUSTOMS DUTY 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that by a Polish Ministerial Order, dated Septem- 
ber 25, the rates at which the Customs duty paid on im- 
ported manures, auxiliary materials, etc., used in the pro- 
duction of grain and flour products and malt are refunded 
will be reduced as from January 1, 1933, from 4 to 2 zlote 
per 100 kilogs. in the case of exported barley and as from 
December 1, 1932, from 12 to 3 zlote per 100 kilogs. in the 
case of exported malt. 


SURINAM (DUTCH GUIANA). 


INCREASED SURCHARGE ON IMPORT 
DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that, with effect from August 4 last, the sur- 
charge on all Surinam import duties has been increased from 
12 to 25 per cent.

SPAIN 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period October 10-20 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 135-96 per cent. 


[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques. ] 


SWITZERLAND 
ALCOHOL LEGISLATION 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales ’’ of September 21 con- 
tains a Law of the Swiss Federal Council, dated June 21, 
which regulates the manufacture, rectification, importation, 
export, sale and liability to duty of distilled beverages. The 
main objects of the Law are to reduce the consumption of 
spirits, to rationalise the distilling industry, and to increase 
the revenue derived from distilling. 


The State have the sole right to manufacture and rectify, 
but as a general rule the exercise of this right will be 
delegated to co-operative societies and private undertakings. 
The use of excess fruit and potato crop, waste matters and 
residues from fruit and beet growing will as a rule be 
permitted, provided they cannot reasonably be used for 
other purposes. The Government will exercise some control 
over the production of alcohol and will purchase at a price 
fixed annually the bulk of the spirits distilled in the country, 
which will be resold to the public after addition of the 
monopoly duty. 


Pure alcohols, ‘‘ trois-six’’ and other specialities and 
distilled beverages containing more than 75 per cent. of 
alcohol may be imported only under licence obtained from 
the Swiss Alcohol Board. 


Monopoty Duties on Sprrits, PHARMACEUTICAL PRODUCTS, 


Etc. 


The ‘* Recueil des Lois Fédérales ’’ of September 21 also 
contains a Decree, dated September 21, made under the 
Law of June 21, which makes various alterations in the 
Swiss Monopoly Duties on spirits, pharmaceutical products, 
perfumery and cosmetics. Consignments sent under direct 
way-bills for Switzerland, up to and including September 20, 
will, however, pay the former rates. The new Monopoly 
Duties are as follows :— 


Brandies, liqueurs, sweet wines and other similar 
beverages, fruit ethers, essences, extracts and colourings 
used in the preparation of spirituous liquors, juice of fruits 
and of berries containing alcohol, fruits preserved in 
alcohol, vermouth containing more than 18 degrees of 
alcohol, and similar products—400 francs per 100 kilogs. 
gross. 


Consignments containing more than 75 degrees will pay a 
supplementary duty of 4 frs. per 100 kilogs. gross for each 
additional degree. 


For consignments of less than 50 kilogs. gross, these 
duties are increased by a quarter. 


For consignments containing less than 20 degrees, the 
duties are reduced by a half. 


Juice of cherries not containing more than 6-5 degrees, 
juices of other fruits and berries not exceeding 4-5 degrees, 
essences and ethers not containing more than 10 degrees, 
will pay the following duties :— 

For consignments of 50 kilogs. or more—4 frs. per degree 

and per 100 kilogs. gross. | 


For consignments of less than 50 kilogs.—5 frs. per degree 
and per 100 kilogs. gross. 


Wines containing more than 12 degrees pay, for each 
additional degree, a duty of 4 frs. per 100 kilogs. gross. 


Pharmaceutical products, perfumery and cosmetics con- 


taining alcohol or manufactured with alcohol which do not

fall within the above classification and are not suitable for 
drink will be liable on importation to duties as follows :— 
Products containing less than 20 degrees—40 frs. 
Products containing 20 to 75 degrees—150 frs.

Products not suitable for drink containing alcohol or mann. 
factured with alcohol other than those mentioned above 
pay on importation a duty of 4-50 frs. per degree and per 
100 kilogs. gross. 


Certain pharmaceutical products are liable to duties 
ranging from 4 francs to 120 francs per 100 kilogs. gross, 
Further particulars of these duties may be seen (in French) 
at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, 8.W. 1. 


TURKEY 
IMPORT QUOTA RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 8 (pages 349-50), the Commer- 
cial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Istanbul has forwarded 
particulars of a Decree (No. 13344) published in the Turkish 
‘* Official Gazette ’’ of September 26 revising the quota lists 
previously issued for the months of October, November and 
December. The new Decree provides for the allocation of 
quotas in respect of certain articles which, under Decree 
No. 13213 (referred to in the notice of September 8), could 
only be imported in exchange for Turkish produce, and 
various articles, including certain instruments, implements 
and machinery, are free of quota restrictions. Further 
particulars of the new Decree will be published in next 
week’s issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’

THE BUILDING MATERIALS TRADE 


Introductory 


The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing report relate to returns received on schedules 
for the Building Materials Trade. Detailed returns 
were not required from firms that employed ten or 
fewer persons in 1930, and the particulars which follow, 
both for 1930 and for 1924 (except where otherwise 
stated), relate to firms that employed more than ten 
persons on the average. At the 1924 Census an aggre- 
sate of 5,003 persons, or 20 per cent. of the total 
number employed in this trade in Great Britain, was 
recorded on returns dealing with production carried on 
by not more than ten persons on the average in the 
year, and 235 persons were employed at establishments. 
in Northern Ireland. 


The figures for 1930 cover 723 establishments at 

which operatives were employed. Returns for 1930 
are outstanding from firms that employed in 1924 
about 370 persons, or less than 2 per cent. of the total! 
number recorded for that year by all firms that 
employed more than ten persons. 


Production 


Principal Products.—The following table shows the 
values and, where recorded, the quantities of building 
stone, paving materials, mortar, plaster, etc., returned 
ior 1930 and 1924 on schedules for the Building 
Materials Trade. The figures for both years are ex- 
clusive of materials made by firms for their own use 
in carrying out contract work on roads, buildings, etc. 
isee Contract and job work, below). 


The total value of the principal products shown in 
the table was nearly 36 per cent. greater in 1930 than 
in 1924, substantial increases occurring in the produc- 
tion of artificial stone and of paving materials. Some 
part of the increase may be due to the transference to 
this trade of certain firms whose output was recorded 
m schedules for the Building and Contracting Trade in 
1924. It will not be practicable to make precise com- 
parisons of particular classes of goods until the output 
of these goods in all trades is available. 


Further, at the 1924 Census, an output of 983,000 
tons of dressed granite, sandstone, limestone, etc., for 
architectural, monumental and building purposes and 
821,000 tons of curbs and setts of similar stone were 
produced at non-metalliferous mines and quarries. 
Corresponding figures of mine and quarry production 
are not yet available for the 1930 Census. 


In addition to the dressed stone produced at mines 
and quarries, firms that made their returns for 1924 on

Of this sum, £954,000 was in respect of dressed stone 
and slate (chiefly ‘‘ other and unclassified stone or 
slate’’’); £212,000 was in respect of artificial stone, 
mortar, plaster and hearth surrounds; and £163,000 
was in respect of paving materials. 


Exports and Retained Imports.—In view of the in- 
completeness of the 1930 figures of production, due to 
the omission of small firms and the lack of data regard- 
ing the output returned on schedules for other trades, it 
is not possible to make precise comparisons between 
production, exports and retained imports of building 
materials, ete. The following table, however, shows 
the quantities and values of various classes of dressed 
stone exported from the United Kingdom in 1930 and 
1924, together with particulars of the quantities im- 
ported and retained.

Introductory 


The particulars for 1950 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing report relate to returns received from firms whose 
main business consisted in the manufacture of abrasive 
cloth and paper, grinding wheels, ete. Detailed returns 
were not required from firms that employed ten or 
fewer persons in 1930, and the particulars which 
follow, both for 1930 and for 1924 (except where other- 
wise stated), relate to firms that employed more than 
ten persons on the average. At the 1924 Census an 
ageregate of 71 persons, or 3-5 per cent. of the total 
number employed in this trade, was recorded on returns 
dealing with production carried on by not more than 
ten persons on the average in the year. No production 
was recorded in Northern Ireland in 1924. 


The figures for 1930 relate to 23 establishments at 


which operatives were employed and are believed to 
cover all firms of importance in this trade.
